Swnnhilda from Newcastle, N.S.W., on 
jioard of which Butler, the man of many 
murderti in Australia, shipped as an or- 
dinary sailor, is now out 50 days and 
thou(?h for somo time ii corps of detec- 
tives, niiirsliala and ollicers liuvo been 
posted iit the wluirf and at the most 
clis'ilile points for observation, looking 
out for the ship, she is not expected for 
several days, having had to contend with 
hc^ivy contrary winds. Night and day 
the oflicers continue lo closely ecan the 
wateiH of the Golden Gate while the 
Merchants' lOxcbaniio lookout at Toiiil 
Loboti nuiintains active scoutiii),' ami is 
in constant communication with the 
oflicers at San Krancisco. Nothinj,' in 
fact \ii beinf,' netllected here to geciire the 
uajUiire of the colossal criminal, wlio. 
Unless he has managed to transfer liiin- 
fiilf during the voyage to some passing 
ve.ssel must be every d.ay nearinR this 
liort and the doom which, if captured, 
ihost certainly awaits him. 
r Advices rtceived by the steamship 
Monowai, which left Sydney on Decein- 
ter 26, announce that- on the preceding 
day the New Zealand Herald announced 
tbe meeting of the steamer' Taupo, be- 
Ipnging to the Union Stetimship Co., 
and the Swanhilda on December il, six- 
teen miles south of L'I'-sperahco rock, a 
[iart of the Ivarinadec lahmda. Captain 
]\Iacbetli, of the Tanpo, fiiunalled the 
ship, which at once lowered a boat and 
tranemilted a lileof nowsjiaperH contain- 
ing the latest reports of tlieuinrderH and 
tlie investigations of tlie jjolice, A note 
was alRo addresRcd to the Ekipper, Cap- 
tain Fraaer, warning liini that the police 
believed that Butler had shipped with 
liim ns one of the crew. It was not dia- 
eovered whetlier or not Butler was really 
on board. 

It is feared, however, that there is a 
possibility that 15ntler may have ob- 
taioed a know ledge of the communica- 
tions and slipped away in some manner 
unless the captain of tlie Swanhilda, un- 
derstanding wliat manner of man he 
had, immediately put liiin in irons. If 
not the miscreant might have had an 
opportunity to plot inischiet on board 
"tVB .Swanhilda, in which case tlierc is no 
knowing wliat may have happened. The 
circum.stance hascansed thelocalauthori- 
ties as well as the Australia otliceiB 
no Kiiiall amount of apprehension, and 
what is fi|ieciully worrying tliem is the 
fear lest somo of the vessels voyaging 
North may have been in company, and 
have tlius all'orded tlie murderer every 
facility for cnuape. The police, however, 
for the future will board every vessel 
entering tfae Golden Gate, and make 
the closest and most careful searcii of 
tbem. 

Latest advices point to the discovery 
of other murderouH crimes by this fiend 
in hiiinan slittp'!, and the detectives are 
actively iiroeociitiiig inqiiirirs with re- 
ard to the man lAisah, who left .Sydney 
in company wiili Butler in a tilted cart 
on .Se]jtembei- 11, The eait was ))nr- 
chased by l.esah while in coiiijiany of 
li|titler, but on the following morning 
I .esah apiieared in the yard alone, tell- 
ing one (if the incii there that lie did not 
like his mate, and tliat he intended to 
give liini the slip. While, ho.vever, he 
wa.H harnessing, liiitler appeared, and 
the two went oil' together. It is believed 
that at the time Lesah had iJ-lOO in his 
poasession. The two were traced to- 
gether as far as Penrith, and it is prohji- 
hlo they were the two men seen in a 
covered cart about the middle of Septem- 
ber liy Mr. Pritchard, of Linden, near 
his house. 

l'\ Herbert, man iger of the Servants' 
Home, has been shown a portrait of 
IJiitler, and believes it to be idunlical 
with that of a man naiiicd K. Huri;css, 
who went to the lioiiie and asked for a 
mate to go prospecting with him on the 
11th of August. Me reipiired £10 as a 
premium, and oU'ered to provide a van 
and all requiBiteH. A notice to that ef- 
fect was jjosted in Iho window of the 
home, aud the position was applied for 
by a man giving the name of 
F. Harwood, who is supposed to have 
heiui Butler. The parties were intro- 
duced to each' other by the manager. 
They came to terms and departed to- 
gether th(! same day. jMr. Herhert, who 
has not seen either of then! since, is 
positive that the man wdio gave tho 
name of V. Ilarwood had a miner's 
rights. J'^roin his convcraation the man 
Ilarv.'ood apjieared to have had ])revioUH 
experience in mining and well used to 
the bush. Their destination lJurgess 
stilted to be Cobar. The entries in My. 
Ilerhert's books show that these men 
were ijrought together at the home. 

Harwood's movements in the Gleu- 
brook di.stricl, point to the probability of 
another crime. Ilarwood has been 
traced to Bum bury with a young man of 
fair complexion, aged aboat twenty- 
three. They had a waggonette with two 
horses, and were seen sinking a hole 
near the Dungeon Gap, Bindogundra, 
about the 2t!th of August last. Traces of 
Harwood's companion appear to end 
here. The hole was found partly tilled in, 
but on being cleaned out nothing was 
found. Harwood has been traced to Mr. 
WillianiBon's, a aolector'a place between 
Trundle and Condobolin. To Mr. '\Vil- 
liiunaon he sold the vehicle, liorses and 
proviaioiiH, giving a receipt in the name 
of " I'rank B. Ilarwood." Mr. William- 
eon, without hesitation, identifies But- 
ler's photograph as the man who 
sold him the wagonette, etc. 
Mr. 'WilliamBOQ says there were 
gold and silver watches and other 
jewelry in Harwood's {lOBBesaion. He 
also carried a rifle aud shotoun. Har- 
wood left Parkes Dy train for Orange 



L'NITEl) STATES AND SPAIN. 

■Washington Government to Be Informed 
Unofficially of What Ruforms May 
Bo Granted. 

New York, Jan. 20. — A special to the 
World from Madrid says : Despite ofli- 
cial denials the impression in political 
and diplomatic circles and in the Madrid 
press is that the government has in- 
structed the Spanish representative at 
Washington to inform the American 
government, quite tinotliciall}', how far 
tlie government is diapo-ed to go in tlie 
way of colonial reforms, including tarifl 
and commercial concoasionB to the Un- 
ited States.

TllJ'] SHORTEST llOUTE. 

Three Days Expected to Be Knocked Ofi* the 
Time Between Canada and 
Ireland, 

Ottawa, Jan. 19. — When the Intercol- 
onial railway was built it was intended 
to connect Miramichi, N.B., by steamer 

with Western Newfoundland. From St. 
Johns to irelnnd the distance is about 
1,600 miles, which would bo accomplish- 
ed at the rate of about 20 knots in 83 
hoursi or three days and a half. The 
intercolonial scheme of fast steamer 
from Miramichi to Newfoundland was 
never consummated, but early in June 
wlien the Newfoundland railway has 
been completed and a fine new steamer 
placed on the route between the western 
terminus and North Sydney, the short- 
ening of the ocean voyage by at least 
three days will be an accomplished fact. 



AGAINST SECEET SOCIETIES. 

Formation of an Organization in the State 
of Washington. 

Seattle, Jan. 20. — ^The second day's 
session of the Anti-Secrecy convention, 
which closed last night at Banke's ball, 
rjsulted in the organization of the Wash- 
ington State Association, the declared 
purposo-of whicli in opposition to secret 
societies, . . The constitution is as follows : 

"This association declares itself op- 
posed to all secret societies^ Freemason- 
ry in particular, 

" We believe these secret associations 
to be very injurious to society. 

" We will do what we can to with- 
stand, oppose and remove from our 
midst these evil aasociations." 



LOUISIANA LYNCHINGS. 

Three Men Killed by the Mob— One cf Them 
Burned at the Stake. 

NEwOnLEANS, La., Jan. 20.— The Pi- 
cayune's special from Amite, La., says : 
" Gus Williams, accused of murdering 
his wife, way taken from jail last night 
by a niol) and lynched. John Johnson 
and Archie Joiner who, according lo the 
confession of the former, are guilty of 
the murder of seven nieinliers of the 
Cotton family near here some time ago, 
were also victims of mob law. .Tohnsun 
was burned at the stake and Joiner was 
hanged.

This will be put in legal shaue 
ao an ainendiiiciit to the code. 



ELECTlllC LOCOMOTIVES. 

They Are Expected to Make One Hundred 
Mile^ an Hour. 

LoNnos, Jan. 19. — A new electric loco- 
motive of largo dimensions, calculated 
to draw trains of double the weight of 
those attached to ordinary engines 
at the rate of sixty-two miles an 
hour, has been tried with Buocess on the 
Western railroad of a French lino. 
The first experiments of this kind were 
made in 1893, between Havre and Benze- 
ville, with an electric locomotive, which 
behaved well throughout; the trial trip. 
Owing to the success of this ninchine 
the eonipany's engineers constructed 
two larger locomotives, and it is one of 
those which has just been tested. It is 
fifty-seven feet long and of 1,360 horse- 
power. 

In spite of its size it will \voar out 
rails lees than ordinary locomotivea, as 
the weight is distributetl on ai.ic axles in- 
stead of four or five. It ia safer than 
others, owing to its elastic character, 
which enables it to make curves witli 
security at full speed. Great things are, 
in fact, expected from these contri- 
vances, which, when perfected, will do 
from 100 to 115 miles an hoar.

These and many more 
lare gifts sent were from America, the 
shrine of the newest Castellaine. The 
Mar(iuis de Castellaine, the baby's par- 
ental grandfather, donated a gold sap- 
phire-inlaid drinking mug, wliich baa 
been in the family for centuries. The 
marquis gives a box of priceless old fam- 
ily lace.

Toronto and London Syndicates Rival 
Bidders for the Mine. 

Si'OKA.NK, Jan. lit,— The stockholders 
of the War liagle mine will hold a lively 
meeting here to-morrow, lleeently the 
trustees contracted to sell the mine for 
$700,000 to a Toronto syndicate, subject 
to the approval of a majority of the 
stock.

Meanwhile a l>ondon 
syndicate has come forward with an 
oU'er, said to be *8.')0, 000, and as a guaran- 
tee oU'ers lo post i^L'OO.OOO forfeit. One 
hundred thousand dollars is now on de- 
posit in the Bank of Montreal at Nelson, 
J!.C,, and another $100,000 has been 
cabled from London. 

The owners of the War Eagle, Presi- 
dent Corbin, of the Spokane Falla & 
Northern railroad, and others, have 
planned to build a large smelter at 
Northport, on this side of the line. If 
the mine of^nership is retained here, 
this smelter will be built, and the 
Spokane road will have the tonnage. If 
it goea to Toronto, it ia feared the own- 
ers will build a smelter acrosa the line 
and throw the tonnage to the Canadian 
Pacific. Three-fourths of the stock is 
owned in this city, and the remainder is 
held in Butte, New York and Oliio.

Weather Coiulitious— School Matters 
— Yuletide Celebrations— Young 
People's Society Formed. 



The Yalley, Its Extent and Popula- 
tion—Trail to the In- 
terior. 



Bella Cool a, Jan. S. — (Special)— The 
local news of this valley of late may be 
given in tho following siioimary. The 
weather for tho last month has been 
mild and very agrL>eable for thia season 
of the year. From the 10th of November 
to the end of the month it wiia exeep- 
tlonallv cold, ranging from 20 to 30 de- 
grees o'f frost. This was the coldest No- 
vember in the jremenibrance of Mr. John 
Clayton, merchant, who haS been a 
trader in this section of country for over 
30 years. In the first week of Novem- 
ber we had heavy rains and an unex- 
pected thaw on the Stl), which caused 
the Bella Coola River to overliow its 
banks, do considerable damage and leave 
the roads and bridges in bad shape. The 
Bella Coola Kiver is a violent stream in 
freshet time. It is also a didicult river 
to bridge. 

The Beiui-annaal esaiiiiiiation of the 
Bella Coola public school, which has 
about thirty pupils in attendance, took 
place on December IS in the presence of 
tho trustees and a number of parents. 
In addition to the regular review examin- 
ation in reading, spelling, geography, 
history, arithmatic and grammar, the 
pupils' sang songs and gave recitations. 

The chief event of the Yuletide sea- 
son was the Christmas tree, which Santa 
Clans loaded with many acceptable gifts 
for sixty-four children in the valley. A 
good programme was prepared for the 
occasion, consisting of Christmas carols 
and an original poeui on " Clirist's Na- 
tivity " by ilr. Ole Saugstad, while 
other speakers ri'fiTred to tlie indiience 
of the birth and life of Christ on the 
history of civilization. 

The valley cm pride itself on a good 
choir of over a dozen singers. 

A young people's soeietj', which meets 
once a week, has been organized with a 
membership of about forty. Its aim is 
the mutual improvement of its members 
educationally and socially. 

The Bella Coola valley is the largest 
oasia on the rocky desert of the West Pa- 
eiac coast, and it is situated west of 
Cliilcotin and Cariboo. The valley ex- 
tends about forty miles inland, and con- 
tains, according to surveyors' reports, 
over SO.OOOacrea of land considered pro- 
ductive. At present about 50 persons, 
liave claims located on (juarter sections. 
The colony is principally composed of 
Norwegians, and while professors of 
history debate over the question of 
whether or not llie Norsemen discovereil 
America, it is an indisputable fact that 
it took the Norsemen to bring Bella 
Coola valley before the notice of the 
civilized world. 

The colonists are anxious that a trail 
shoald be built or made from the Bella 
Ouola valley leading into the interior, 
and it is hoped tbaf the members of the 
]>rovincial parliament for Cariboo and 
J^illooet will co-operate with the mem- 
ber fur Casaiar so tliat this trail may be 
u))t'ncd in the near future. 

The government has recently com- 
pleted a wharf at ttie head of the Bella 
C'jola inlet, anil there is sutlicient water 
in the inlet to lloat a man-of-war.

Clifford by the meniljers of the 
Wanderers' Club and residents on his 
departure, lie liaving severetl his con- 
jieclion witli the Miidson Bay Company 
to engage in the active tleveloijuient of 
certain very valuable mineral proposi- 
tions in which he is interested on the 
.Skeena. The repast, which would have 
done credit to a place of more metroiJoli- 
taii pretensions than this, was provided 
by mine host Robertson of the Hotel 
Northern, and his able colleague Mr. 
(jeorge Rudge. The chair was occupied 
by Government Agent Flewin, on his 
right being the guest ot the evening, 
while on his left was R. U. Hall, Esq., 
of the H. B. Co. After ample justice 
had been done to the good cheer with 
which the table was loaded and the 
toast of llei Most Cracioua .^^ajesty tlie

cluurmaii in a neat speech, reviewing 
the career of Mr. Clill'ord during the 
past (juarter of a century in thi.'b prov- 
ince ill the mines, and the great j)opu- 
larity he had attained in this district, 
read to him the following address:

THE RETAIL MARKETS. 

Potatoes StiiTeninsr, the Home Supply Being 
Affected— California Competition.

Indications are good 
of striking the main vein within a few 
days. 

'r. G. rroctor,ot the London Hill Min- 
ing Co., was in Kaelu during the week, 
on his return from the coast, where he 
has been placing the stock of his com- 
pany. He expects to have the whole 
placed within ttie next three weeks. 

(Froui the Nelson Mlner.l 
C. Vj. Perry, the Canadian Pacific 
Hail way Co. 's engineer in this district, 
accompanied by a eorjis of men, has 
established a cainji at the mouth of 
Duck creek, near where the Kootenay 
river emptiea into Kootenay lake. Tiie 
party will remain in the field at least six 
weeks fiir the purpose of making a sur- 
vey for a railroail from Onck creek to a 
point opposite Balfour. This ia the route 
of the main line of the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway and i.s the .■second section of 
location by the C.P.R. otiicials, the first 
section being along the south shore of 
the outlet from Nelson to a point oppos- 
ite Balfour, which was made some time 
ago. The completion of the work now 
being done will give sixty connecting 
miles from Kelson eastwartJ. The third 
section will embrace the territory lying 
between Duck creek an<I the divide 
which separates East and "West Koot- 
enay. The survey of this will very i)ro- 
hably be commenced as soon as the anow 
will permit. The lo','ation of the line 
across l'.;tst Ivoolenay to the Crow's Nrst 
Pass will then (juickly follow. The pass 
and its approaches have been surveyed, 
as has the route through Southern Al- 
berta, 

The Gooderham-BlackBtoi k syndicate 
has decided to consolidate all its miiuiig 
interests in Kootenay. The War Eagle, 
the four claims comprising the Crown 
I'oint group, the bond upon the two- 
thirds interest in the Tiger and Uncle 
Sam, adjoining the Crown Point, all in 
the Kossland district, and the four silver 
projjerties known aa the lliidimond 
group in the Slocan, will be included in 
the con8oli<latioa. Work is to be vigor- 
ously prosecuted on each property with- 
out any unnecessary delay. 

J. A. Mara, president of the Colundiia 
and Kootenay Steam Navigation Com- 
pany , has jast returned from iMontreal, 
when' he went to negotiate the sale of 
all his company's interest in this dis- 
trict.

Troup will continue to superintend the 
service of the flteamera.

The Philadelphia Ledger is responsible 

lor tho following : 

The Canadian policy of President Mc- 
iCinley will bo watehud with interest. It 
■> is not known that he has over committed 
iiiiiiself on the subject, and his friends 
in W'ashintjton, wlio are familiar with 
his views on other subject?, do not know 
how he stands on this. If lie is an an- 
nexationist, however, it is expected that 
lie will pinch the Canadians to the ex- 
tent 01 liis ability on the taritr, in the 
tr.inBit regulations and la every otlier 
ilirix-iiou, for tbose who havestutiied the 
ilii'.-ation aeree that the easiest way to 
:innex Canada to the United States ia to 
make a prohibitive tsriff on Anjerican 
products, deprive the Canadian railroads 

the hondinf; privilege and shut Cana- 
■ liiui lisli out of the American market, 
i'lial will bring the Dominion to terms 
very promptly. 

Tho Ledger wholly misconceivea the 
trade relations between the two coun- 
tries and the sentiment of the Canadian 
peoi)le. Canada is not dependent upon 
the American market to such an extent 
that her people could be coerced into an 
nexation by the methods proposed. Be 
tween the United States and the Domin 
ion a large trade exists. The presump 
lion from its existence is that it pays 
both countries. It is true tliat the pro- 
jiiTlion whioli Candian exports to the 
I'liited .-^tatea Ijear to our total foreign 
trade is greater than tho iiroportion 
which American exports to this country 
bear to tiie whole foreign trade of the 
Ifnited States. At the same time the 
Canadian people ara by far the best cus- 
tomers of the United States, 
.-.nd any attempt on the part 
i.i ?il(dviiiley to interrupt the 
iraiic between the two countries would 
iiy:ux, with stubborn resistance in coni- 
niercial centres. Moreover, if an elTort 
'should be made to force Canada out of 
the British Empire by means of tarilT 
discrimination, the matter would become 
an imperial issue at once, and as tixty 
percent of tho exports of the United 
dilates are sold in British countrie.-i it 
would nut be very diflicult to discover 
a means of retaliation, which would 
more than compensate Canada for any 
loss she might sustain. 

So far as the abolition of the bonding 
privi!<'.re is conrerued, it ia only neces- 
s.irv ti) iioiiit uiil that when President 
Cleveland noar the close of his first term 
suggested Hueh a ■•uurse, the strongest 
protests came, not from Canada, but from 
Chicago, Xew York, Boston and Port- 
land. A notion prevails in some ijuart- 
crs that Canada has no outlet except 
across United States territory. Ben- 
jamin V. Butler once had nn article in 
the North .^imeric'an Review discussing 
thr concpiest of Canada, in which he 
pointed out that for six months in the 
year all Canadian ports were closed by 
ice, and railway traffic was practically 
suspended. There are American news- 
paper writers to-day who areas ignorant 
as Butler was twenty years ago, but 
with much leas excuse. If their in- 
fluence upon the councils of their nation 
was in proportion to their ignorance upon 
every public (|uestion, except the politics 
of their own precincts, it would lead to 
mischievous results. In this connection 
it is worth while quoting in aub8t.ance u 
remark made by Sir ,Iohn Macdonald, 
when President Cleveland made his 
threat aljovo referred to. Sir ,lohn was 
asked if Canada would retaliate by de- 
nying the bonding privilege to Aineri- 
r.ma. His reply was that he could not 
see the wisdom of Canadians refusing to 
carry American goods simply because 
Ameridans were foolish enough to refuse 
to carry Canadian goods. The abolition 
of the bonding privilege by the United 



An honest confession is good for the 
soul and so no doubt the New Westmin- 
ster Columbian feela tho better for ad- 
mitting as it did on Monday,"that the 
ammunition which the local opposition 
lias to use aeainst the provincial govern- 
ment is " not of the killing sort." " We 
confess," adds our contemporary, " that 
wo put little faith in tho etUcacy of 
statements of government wrong-doing 
as a means of influencing votes in the 
house." This conclusion is praise- 
worthy if somewhat long deferred. Of 
" statements of wrong-doing " we have 
had an ample supply, but the proof of 
wrong-doing has yet to be forthcoming. 
Herein the opposition will lind the 
reason why their "ammunition is not 
of the killing sort." 

Our contemporary is quite confident 
that some remarkable things are going 
to happen at tho next provincial elec- 
tions, or, if not then, at some later date. 
Did the Coluiiibiau ever hour of tlie ap- 
prentice who wished his master dead in 
revenue for a thrashing, and " kept it 
up for litty years and fetched him at 
last?" Possibly, if the date of the im- 
pending revolution is fixed with sufli- 
cient indoliniteiiess, it may ultimately 
oiue to time ; but there may be some 
doubt about that as long aa the opposi- 
tion confine themselves to "statements 
of wrong-doing." If there had been 
actual wrong-doing, tliere is not the 
slightest reason why proof of it 
should not be given. There 
is no mystery about the manner 
in which the affairs of this Provinci- are 
adaiinisterod, audit the published state- 
ments do not give all the minor detailp, 
there are regular i)arliainentary methods 
of getting at them. The Government 
has nothing to conceal, but if it had it 
could not hope to do so successfully. If 
the Government's attitude towards the 
public in respect to its executive acts is 
open to any special comment, it ia that 
it is ao open and above board that the 
merest tyro in criticism finds it a mark 
for his arrows. Some of the critics are 
utterly unfamiliar with the Canadian 
system of administration. " Their speech 
bewrayeth them." 

The credit of the province stands 
high ; its laws are well administered ; its 
roads are the envy of its neiglibors ; its 
mining laws are liberal ; its taxation is 
not burdensome. These are the consid- 
erations which keep public opinion from 
being "as yet pronounced enough to 
bring about a defeat of the government," 
to quote our New Westminster contem- 
porary, wliicli render liopoless the sug- 
gested " grand assault upon tlie treasury 
benches." Indeed, in the last two 
words of this ij notation our opposition 
friends giveaway their whole case. They 
want to get on the treasury 
benches. Out of the abundance of their 
hearts their mouths have spoken. They

|)le must not expect the impossible. In 
many cases, and in one or two recent 
conspicuous inatancog, tho Same iirti.'le 
which has contained an onslaught U|))n 
the executive (or not doing more in the 
way of building roads, bridges, scLool 
houses, and so on, has complained be 
cause the taxes are not reduced. While 
it is not cpiite correct to say that 
the |)roviucial revenue is inelastic, it 
is iiractic.dly eo. It is increasiii;: aiu: 
will continue to increase ;is iiermaiieut 
development jiroceeds, but tlio expendi 
turesare likely to grow in i)roportion, if 
not more rapidly. It is folly to clamor 
for greater expenditures and a reduced 
revenue. A little less than a quarter of 
the provincial income is paid out of tho 
IJoiiiinion treasury. This amount ia 
fixed and will not be ."uhject to increase 
until litter tlie next census. The 
niiinder is \y.uil by tho i)eople of the 
jMovince, and it calls for no slight de- 
gree of executive ability to be able to 
apportion the taxation and expenditure 
so as to deal fairly by all sections and all 
interests. To judge from some of the 
opposition criticisms one would think 
that aoniewhero concealed about the 
public departments is a sack of coin 
which only the perverseness of the irov- 
ernment prevents from being opened up 
and its contents promptly scattered over 
the province from Esquimalt to the 
Mackenzie and from Casaiar to Kootenay.

Mr. Cobblodiclc, in his interview in 
yesterilay'a Colon i.si-, touched upon a 
new and very interesting point in con- 
nection with gold mining in this prov- 
ince. He mentioned that English mining 
men, when they think of gold niines, 
have free-miUin'g ([uartz only in mind, 
but pointed out that in the smelting ores, 
which are the comuionest kinds in Brit- 
ish Coliinihia, the vein matter instead 
of consisting of wort lili-ss silica carries 
copper and Boinetimea other economic 
minerals, and is therefore the more 
valuable. That is to say, suppose nn 
ore is free milling and carries, say, !t;25 in 
gold to the ton, and another is aanielt- 
ing ore carrying tho eame (juantity of 
gold, but copiior or sonio other motai be- 
sides, there is really more intrinsic value 
in tho latter than in the former, al- 
though to the English mining man the 
former would be infinitely preferable. 
This idea is in accordance with the old- 
fashioned ideas of metallurgy, but the 
advance in smelting inetbods within the 
last few years is completely revolution- 
izing this science and is demonstrating 
that the smelling ore is the more valu- 
able. 

In this province great bodies of low 
grade ores are known to exist. The de- 
posits are so enormous that if they were 
free milling it would pay to operate 
them, just as it pays ao handsomely to 
operate the Alaska Treadwell mines. 
Such ores await the discovery of nieth- 
oda of treatment that will make it pay 
to handle them, and it is very probable 
that the fact of 'tho gold occurring iu 
combination with Eonie baao metal may 
aflbrd tho solution of tho problem. If 
some process can be perfected whereby 
the base metal could be made to pay the

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'Imperial Federation" was the in- 
teresting topic upon which Rev. Dr. 
Lucas addressed an audience at .A.O.F, 
W. hall last night, and although the 
stormy weather was responsible for the 
small audience, there were present a 
good number of repreeontative people, 
including Lieutenant-Governor Dewd- 
ney, Jlayor Rcdfern, Senator McIniieH 
and other.o, the deej) interest that was 
felt being shown by the hearty upphuipc 
which greeted the telling i)uiiitg that 
were made by the speaker. 

Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney, who 
presided, introduced Bev. Dr. Lucas and 
recalled the fact that the lecturer had 
been a resident of Victoria in the earlier 
d;iys of the city. His Honor in men- 
tioninir the subject of the lecture spoke 
of the deeo interest that it attracted to- 
day throughout the Minpire and how 
thinking' men were eager to obtain any 
light that would enable the problem to 
he solved of how to bring such a desir- 
able binding together of the emjiire. 

Rev. Dr. Lucas opened by taking as a 
text for Ilia subject that the disintegra- 
tion of the TJritish Empire would bo one 
of the biggest calamities which could be- 
fall m.inkind. He went back to history 
referring to some of the great 
empires that bad existed but had 
now disappeared, andasked, "Shall Bri- 
tain have a similar history?" Nobody 
could foretell the future, but it the peo- 
ple of the British FJmpire held the sen- 
timent just laid down their duty was, by 
intelligent and reasonable action, to 
strive to prevent such a calamity. Bri- 
tain diU'ered from all other political pow- 
ers on the earth in her several portions 
being so widely separated and the con- 
ditions of her vast population so widely 
diversified. Great and useful ad tho 
British Empire ia, and has been, to man- 
kind, she miixht be made still more use- 
ful and her greatness and stability in- 
creased and made more secure by consti- 
tutionally binding these scattered parts 
more closely together. 

Imperial federation had for some years 
uast occupied the minds oi many of our 
best thinkers. Much has been written 
and said upon the (]ue8tion in nearly all 
parts of tlie eiiijiire, and as a general 
rule speakere, wdiile advocating the 
movement, had fought aliy of commit- 
ting themselves to a statement of details. 
The lecture to which the audience w&s 
listening did not claim to do more than 
make a beginning, and, if possible, set 
people thinking or talking about it, that 
wisdom might at length work out 
the problem which to the uioneer 
looks more or less bowihlering. 
Beginning with a group of villages, 
which with intervening territory had 
been federated into a county, the lec- 
turer traced the principle of federation 
all the way up from the amallest muni- 
cipality to the county, the province, and 
the Dominion. He called each elected 
council a parliament, and showed ttiat 
each parliament, from the nioBt insigni- 
licant municipality to the largest Do- 
minion, had its prescribed and constitu- 
tional functions, no on<! of thciii being 
allowed to interfere vvith the constitu- 
tional fuiuaioiiB of the other, whether 
higher or lower. 

Tlie lecturer pointed out that in his 
opinion one of tlie great lonndationa »f 
Imperial federation was a parliament 
solely for Imperial purposes, reiiresent- 
ing all parts of the iimpire, The great 
advantages of such a parliament woiilil 
that no part of the Empire would 
then be regarded as a dependency and 
the peonle of the motherland could no 
longer speak of large and ricii and well 
populate. 1 portions of the Faiipire as 
"our depeiiilcncii;s," by which li;nii 
worthy, uitelliiiiMit and loyal fclloK citi- 
zens are appari'iiily di^-c()ulltl^^. Such a 
federation would place all Inval cili/.cii;- 
on the same level in their relationship to 
the crown and coiistilutiuii. 

Imperial federation would also secure 
the end universal free trade. If 
oranges, lemons, sujar aii<l the like grew 
in some distant portiona of the earth, 
and wheat, barley, corn and hardier 
fruits grew in other portions with broad 
seas intervening, it looked as if free 
trade was a natural law. If, however, 
one of these portions would not consent 
to make a free exchange, the other could 
not be called upon for the sake of mere 
nentiment to commit linaiicial suicide 
The British Fmpire could ullbrd to live 
within itself better than any other poli- 
tical ])ower known, embracing as she 
did every variety of soil, climate, scenery 
and production known to man 
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lecturer would, if he had the power, es- 
tablish free trade throughout ail parts of 
the federated empire, bat would set up a 
tarill' against every nation which placed 
a tariff against her, and exactly in the 
same measure. The result would, he 
thought, end in forcing free trade 
upon the world in a few years, 
i standing army (wliich was a continual 
provocation} might be dispensed with 
except for garrison purposes, and giveto 
every youth a military education, mak- 
ing him, in times of jieace, n weallh-pro- 
dacer instead oi a perpetual e.\:penaB to 
to the nation. 

The lecturer gave eoine very lively 
illustrations of the brivery and endur- 
ance of Canadian volunteers, and then 
going on to speak of the navy, said that 
it, the bulwark of the Empire's national 
existenc'e and safety, could not be so 
easily disposed of; but even here the 
aiuount of cost might be reduced by giv- 
ing employment in some of the arts or 
liaiidicraftatothe thousands who man the 
sh i ps of war. For the absolutely necee- 
sarv exiienae of this indispenaible pro- 
tection to the F'.mpire's freedom and 
national existence, all sliduld, through- 
.)Ut the I'liiipire, help bear the hurdcn. 

.'^oiiH! oU'ered objection to the propoaed 
ficheme on this very ground, but he 
always asked this question: " Js the 
navy of any service to you'.' Why should 
another man or other men pay your 
wnv'i"' i-:very man waa bouiKl in honor 
to pav it, if he could, for what benefitted 
hiui.' If he did not he lowered hia man- 
hood, and what waa true of tho man was 
alsii true of tho nation. 

I lev. Dr. Lucas claimed that tliruugh 
federivtion a common coinage and a com- 
mon postage might be secured, and as 
all these interests were imperial and in 
no sense fracti<3nal, a parliament ap- 
pointed to look alter these broader and 
larger interests would have (piite enough 
to L>nga..re their attention without ia any 
sense t. inching HiKrli lhinj;B as were local 
or liiuiLe.l to portions of the wide com- 
111 on wealth. 

.•\t the close of the lecture a iioaty vote 
of thanks was accorded Rev. Dr. Lucas 
for liis oliiiiuent and patriotic address, 
ami Mr. Wilfred Lucas added t.) the 
pleasure of the evening by flinging most 
acceptably.

The 
liisliop speaking of bis inuneiise ihocese 
which covers practically the Nortborn 
portion of tho provincial mainland, said 
yesterday that at present there are few 
heathen" Indiana, and these were con- 
fined to the more iaaccessible portiona 
of the mainland. A most eiicouragiug 
feature of mtesionary work there is that 
several of the missionaries have under- 
taken to labor among the Indians at 
their own expense, having private means 
to live u|)on without asking for any 
salary.

As Now Higli Scliool Buildliip: May 
Be Necessary— Principal Paul's 
Suggestions. 



Two distinct anil important planlis in 
the poUoy of the public Bchool board 
of 1897 were disclosed at the initial meet- 
ing of that body yesterday af ternoon, the 
lirst beiaK in the direction of readjusting 
tlie salaries of llio teachers upon a new 
basis, and tlm second beinp; tlie early 
alteration of the interior arrangements 
of the High Boys' Central Bchoola, with 
the object of improving the ventilation 
and the lightinj;. On the first of these 
important subjects a Bpecial committee 
composed of Traatees Hall, Yates and 
Mrs, Jenkins will report to the" board 
next Wednesday evening. The altera- 
lions and repairs committee will care 
fully invostiiriito the matterof the neces 
sary imi)rov<'raentB to tlie buildin)»8 in 
their charge, and present the result at 
this same meeting. Asidt' from the 
consideration ol these topics, yesterday 'i 
meeting was largely devoted to liie pre 
preparation of the estimates for the cur- 
rent year, in wiiich work last year's ex- 
penditure was generally taken as a basis 
for 1897 

As anticipated, Jlr. Charles Hayward 
was unanimously agreed upon as chair- 
man of the board, the formal motion be- 
ing made by Trustees MeMickliij^ and 
Hall, and resumed his accuHtonie<l plac 
with a word of acknowledgment to the 
board and the pronjise to discharge the 
duties of chairman with prudence and 
impartiality. He then explained that 
the preparation of the estimates was a 
matter recessitating immediate action, 
and the tnistees promptly " got down to 
business," with the prospective expend- 
iture as their text 

A re-adjustment of salaries being ad- 
mitted to be one of tliu iirtit things to be 
considered, Trustee Jlrs. Grant ini| aired 
if it would not bo well to liaye a special 
c"t)minittee investigate and report on de- 
sirable cbanueH. 

TiiUSTEK Hall favored an equalization 
of salfiries, SQ.nievyhat on the princMole 
prevailing in A'aucouver — the principals 
being given extended powers and the 
teachers being made more subservient to 
the principals and upon an equal footing 
as regards salaries. lie moved for a 
special cominitteo of threeon the equali- 
zation of salaries, to report back to the 
board at its next meeting. 

In this connection Trustee Mrs. Grant 
))ointed out that it was manifestly un- 
fair to pay some teachers ifSOner month, 
and appoint otlieis at .'f lO or .*15, with 
less esperience and-, it was conceded, 
no greater ability. Vet this had been 
done, and that very recently. 

TiSL'STKi: Mus. .Iknicixs, who seconded 
the resolution, favored tiie equalization 
of salaries as suggested.

ALASKA'S GOLD FIELDS. 

Professor SpiMT of the U.S» Geological Sur- 
vey Advises All But Skilled Miners 
to Stay Aw.ay. 

Much lias been written about Alaska, 
its gold fields and the hardships that 
have to be borne by tho seeker of wealth 
who braves anything when he believes a 
fortune to be gained is ahead of him. 
The Chicago Times-Herald rec2ntlv pub- 
lished an article written by .1 . Kdward 
Spurr of the United States geological 
survey, which is regarded by many as 
being one of tlie best expositions of the 
resources of the Yukon country. 

Close to the waters of the Ynkon 
river lies what the V .ti. government now 
pronounces to be the coming gold min- 
ing centre of the world. The geological 
survey sent out a party lieaded by J. 
I'Mward Spurr to thoroughly examine 
the gold field, the truth concerning 
which has hitherto been veileddn mys- 
tery. 

There is little that is ttttractive in the 
country besides its mineral wealth. In 
the short summer clouds of mosquitoes 
desceuil on tho yellow land, like the 
[lestilenco of ancient lOgypt. In the 
long winter the cold is so severe that 
mining can only be carried on during 
tho sunshiny days. Yet Prof. .Spurr 
says that this is a country v.-liich for 
placer mining will exceed California's 
palmiest days. Togather the gold, how- 
ever, and wean it from the surroundiags 
in which nature has placed it, much 
valuable machinery is necessary. 

'Th»' seeker of wealth who tries his 
chances of fortune in the Ynkon gold 
fields, says Prof. Spurr, will have a hard 
tight. The actual expenses of getting 
into the r'ountry are considerable. In- 
dians must be hired to do a part or a 
whole of the transportation of supplies 
across the Chilkoot Pass at very high 
wages, and the cost of the necessary out- 
lit is in itself considerable. On arriving 
at the diggings provisions are often not 
obtainable at any price; or if they are to 
be had the variety is sliglit. The sujiply 
is always uncertain, depending upon the 
lateness of the sprine and the fall. 

Owing to the difiiciilty of bringing in 
supplied, prices are very high at the 
river post and much higher in the dig 
gings. The freight alone from the coast 
to the diggings costs as high as 50 cents 
a pound, so that when one eats potatoes 
at .$1 a pound and bacon at 85 cents a 
pound, other things in proportion, the 
cost of living is enormous, and even em 
ployment at .'flO a day for si.xty days out 
of the year will not enable a man to 
grow rich very rapidly. Kiiiployment 
moreover, is scarce, there being several 
applicants for every job. Owing to the 
high price of su[)i)lies, no claim that 
does not pay at least $10 a day to eacl 
man working can bo worked i xcept at a 
loss. Many comjietent men who rn- 
gage in ininitig here and work faithfully 
c.\-pcrience hiilure and are unable to 
earn enough to buy provisions. 

In such a situation it is vervj,dlfiicult 
to make one's way out of thecountry, 
for the journey up the river along the 
usual route requires upward of thirty 
days' bard work, and provisions must 
be brought for the trip. The trip down 
the river and back to civilization by 
steamer is exiionsive, and of late years 
the number seeking to get out in that 
way has exceeded the carrying capacity 
ol the few sleamers. Last year fully ITiO 
men who wished and inteiuled to leave 
the country by sti;ani(!r were unable to 
do so and are still there. 

Under the conditions which now 
there are (piite enough in tho ^'^kon 
district already. Probably ninety-nine 
outof every hundred men are nniitted by 
nature for such a life as Ynkon mining 
necessitates, and had much better not 
make the attempt. Tho huiulrcdlh man 
tiiiiBt be a miner and fioutiermuan liy 
nature, strong and iiatieiit, a hard 
worker and a lover of a Eccluded life, 
l^ven such a man will likely fail, on ac- 
count of the large oleinent ol chan(;e, 
and the most Huccessftil miner olitains 
only a few thousand dollars in |irolit 
after a numijer of years' jiatient toiling, 

Any great increase in the number of 
men going into the Yukon district would 
be disastrous, on account ol the strictly 
limited food supply and the lack of 
facilities for transportation. The result 
would be famine, disorder and failure. 
Several years ago this actually happened, 
when all tho Forty-Mile miners were 
without food and were obliged to travel 
down the Yukon over the ice to St. 
Michael's in the dead of winter, a terri- 
ble journey of 2,000 miles. At that time 
there were only d few men in the coun- 
try, but if the number had been very 
much larger even this resource would 
have been impossible. 

My general advice to the average 
man intending to go to the Yukon gold 
district is to stay out. Many men go 
there every year and snller hardship, 
failure, loss of capital and sometimes of 
health. If any one undertakes the trip 
ho should take with him enough supplies 
to last him aa long as he intenda to slay 
—one year, two years, or whatever 
amount. He should have money ehough 
to last him into the country and out 
airain, if necessary, and ahoiild start 
early enough in the season to enable 
him to return tip the river if he intenda 
to come oiit the some year, for the facil- 
ities for transportation by ateanaera are 
likely to be entirely inadequate.

WANTON BIlU'l'ALITY. 

Mr. Winter's Jersey ,Heiter Mutilated r 
Killed in ii Horrible Manner. 

An eight months' old Jersey heifer be- 
lonjrini? to IMr. CJeorRO Winter was found 
yesterday niornin;; with her "throat cut 
her tonfiue choijiied out and a great gas! 
in her side, lying dead in a clunl]) of 
buah in the jmsluro at the rear of her 
owner's house. The reason for the brut 
al act is a mystery, for Mr. Winter lias 
no enemy, nor can he imagine wtiat mo- 
tive any person could liave for wishing 
to injure him. 

Mr. Winter, who lives on the Fairfield 
road, has a small bunch of nlilch cows. 
They are pastured in a large field beliind 
the house, and every evening are driven 
to the stables to be fed and milked, go. 
ing out to pasture again in the morning 
On Monday afternoon the heifer was 
with the bunch at the stables, but next 
iiioriiing she was not with them and it 
was Rni)p(iaed she had gone back to llio 
pastuie during the ni;;ht. On Tuesday, 
however, the animal failed to turn up 
HO a .seareii was made yesterday moniing 
with the result that the horribly niuti 
lated l)ody was discovered half hidden in 
a little clump of bush. It was not a 
case of attempted theft, but was simply 
wanton brutality on the part of the per- 
jjotrator. The police have been inform- 
ed, but so far there is not the least clue 
for them to work on. 

The slaughtered animal was 
thoroughlired Jersey and worth quite 
$25. yir. Winter, however, is so iudig' 
uant over the ael that he does not con 
sider the money loss, but would willing 
ly pay a reward for the conviction of the 
brute who killed the heifer.

Tlie Lilnarian of Conf^ress Ivlay Demand a 
Golden Salve for Insults. 

Lo.mhin, Jan. lit. — Mr. Curtis, libra- 
rian of congress at Washington, is a gen- 
tleman very hard to pli'ase, so say Swiss 
authorities. La.st year Mr. Curtis was 
arrested tliree times during a little tri)) 
in Switzerland on suspicion of being a 
desperate criminal, and it eeems that 
lie is not at all contentiMi with the 
satisfaction of being released with apol- 
ogies. He complained to .his govern- 
ment, which since has been engaged in 
his behalf.

The suspicion is be 
ginning to take bold of the Swiss govern 
inent tliat Curtis wants dollars rather 
than apologies and reprimands. If that 
proves to be the case the diplomatic 
struggle will be indefinitely prolonged.

This will be a great boom to 
the Port Arthur district, as the only 
available means of access to that coun- 
try is over the Port Arthur, Duluth ami 
Western railway, and thousands of peo- 
jile are expected to Hock into Northern 
Minnesota as souii as the snow melts. — 
Mail and I'.mpire. 

A Spokane despatch of the 15th in- 
stant to the Uossland Miner says: Her- 
bert Cutlibert, general Western manager 
of the British-Canadian Gold Fields 
Company, is here. The company has 
for its president the Hon. George E. 
Foster, ex-fi nance minister of Canada. 
In an interview to-day with your corre- 
Bjiondent Mr. Cuthberl said :
